Observers pointed out this might 
have resulted from a misconstruc¬ 
tion of the first unconfirmed re¬ 
port the clipper was down at Apia, 
which is 74 miles west of Pago 
Pago. 

The Sydney, Australia, Herald’s 
Apia correspondent also reported 
the clipper safe. 

REPORTED SAFE 

At Auckland it was said no 
further reports from Samoa were 
expected for some hours. It was 
then early Wednesday morning in 
New Zealand, 131^ hours ahead of 
Pacific standard time. 

Disappearance of the craft cast 
a pall over Pago Pago, which was 
on the fringe of the navy’s wide¬ 
spread hunt last summer for 
Amelia Earhart, lost on a round- 
the-world flight. 

Residents of Tutuila had no 
other explanation than complete 
disappearance of the plane, to ac¬ 
count for lack of word from the 
craft. 

The weather was clear. If the 
clipper landed safely on the water, 
it would have no more difficulty 
floating than any other ship, and 
should be clearly visible. 

LINER JOINS SEARCH

Civil Liberties Director 
Favors Soviet System 

One year ago a storm of argu¬ 
ment flared in Santa Ana over 
allegedly "red” talks given here 
by Lewis Browne, U. C. L. A. 
teacher. Three forthcoming lec¬ 
tures were canceled by the school. 
Browne finally was underwritten 
by a group of local men, spoke 
here on the Federal forum, under 
direction of Homer Cheney. His 
talk was a “dud,” as far as rev¬ 
olutionary content was concerned. 

Last night at the Citizens’ for¬ 
um Clinton J. Taft, director of 
the Civil Liberties union, spoke 
before a .Santa Ana audience. His 
talk was not such a "dud.” Said 
Taft: 

"... Within the next 20 years 
you will see (Russia) out-strip- 
ping capitalism to such an extent 
the rest of the world will have to 
rebuild its economic, political and 
social order on somewhat of a co¬ 
operative regime." 

Taft, who first gained promi- 
Inence as pastor of the Plymouth 
Congregational church, and en¬ 
hanced It when he resigned to head 
the union, "striving to protect the 
right of freedom of speech, press 
and assemblage," continued: 

"Russia is making tremendous 
.strides forward. Sixty million 
young people who were only small 
children at the time of the revo¬ 
lution, or have been bom since, 
are the hope of the country." 

He pointed to the gains Rus¬ 
sian agriculture is making, the 
"freedom" of religious belief and 
the wage system, to support his 
contentions. 

Two years ago, he said 70,000,- 
000 tons of wheat were raised on 
the collective farms, and la.st year 
production was stepped up to ilO,- 
000,000 tons—enough grain to feed 
the entire nation for two years. 

“There is a noticeable increase 
in the quality and variety of goods 
at the stores and the price is be¬ 
ing lowered," he continued. Ev¬ 
eryone in Ru.ssia receives different 
rate of pay for the various types 
of services rendered. Special bon- 
u.ses are granted artists by the 
government. 

Religion, he explained, is al¬ 
lowed to function In Russia, pro¬ 
vided it does not become political. 
He labeled the anti-church cam¬ 
paign of the government as an ef¬ 
fort to "put an end to supersti¬ 
tion," adding that many of the 
1600 churches in Moscow are not 
used for religious purposes, al¬ 
though they could be. 

Taft's organization gained con¬ 
siderable fame a short time ago, 
when it sprang to the defense of 
Upton Sinclair, noted California 
Socialist, when he was accused 
of distributing "red" pamphlets 
to striking Wilmington and San 
Pedro dock workers. 

The directors' impressions of 
Soviet Russia were gained on two 
three-week trips through the coun¬ 
try, one taken in the summer of 
1936, the second last summer. His 
title last night was “Russia Revis¬ 
ited."

LOS ANGELES. (.T) -Officials 
of the state fi.sh and game commis¬ 
sion told a state as.sembly interim 
committee investigating hunting 
and fishing conditions here that 
the supply of mackerel is threat¬ 
ened with serious depletion or ex¬ 
tinction. 

The first witne.ss, Herbert C. 
Davis, executive officer of the com- 
mi.ssion, said that since 1928 mack¬ 
erel packing has developed into a 
major California industry. The 
quantity of mackerei now caught 
is second only to that of sardines 
;n Caiifornia waters, he .said. 

The tonnage of tuna is greater, 
but most of it comes from Mexican 
waters, Davis reported. 

A mackerel shortage, Davis .said, 
is .Shown by the fact that in 1936, 
more than 100,000,000 pounds were 
brought ashore, but in 1937, only 
60,000,000 pounds were brought in. 
This difference is due entirely to 
depletion of the supply, he said. 

Davis testified he belfbved the 
legislature eventually will have to 
empower the commission to handie 
such situations immediateiy with¬ 
out waiting for legislation which 
may not be avaiiabie for periods 
as long as two years. 

Saying this delegation of author¬ 
ity might not he feasible now, 
Davis recommended instead that 
the legislature place a clo.sed .sea¬ 
son on mackerel from April 1 to 
Nov. 1. 

The committee is to take up the 
question of establishing clo.sed 
areas for ocean commercial fishing 
as requested by sportsmen’s organ¬ 
izations. It is also to consider a 
possible change in duck .sea.son 
dates, and packers and banners 
are to be heard on the question of 
increasing the percentage of sar¬ 
dines which ma.v be canned. 

Tomorrow, the committee ex¬ 
pects to delve into the que.stion of 
whether fishing licen.ses should he 
refused to aliens engaged in com¬ 
mercial fishing. This restriction 
has been urged by American I^o- 
gion organizations and o t h f r 
groups. 


LOS ANGELES. Steven W. 
Cunningham, city councilman, pro¬ 
posed today that Los Angeles as¬ 
sess an annual license tax of 50 
cents for every $1000 gross income 
of labor unions. 

"Recent developments in Los An¬ 
geles,” he said, "have demonstrated 
that the unions are in the big busi¬ 
ness classification now. Since this 
is so, and we are taxing other big 
business under our license ordi¬ 
nance, I believe that it is proper 
that this tax be imposed. 

"After all, in labor disputes the 
police department is called upon 
to perform added duties by reason 
of union activity.” 

The council referred the matter 
to its ways and means committee 
for eonsideration.

ITHACA. N. Y. (Ah—The long- 
sought origin of consciousness and 
emotions in the human brain was 
reported found today by Cornell 
university anotomists. 

Both consciousness and emotion 
were traced to a .series of four 
brain structures, which form a 
vertical loop, standing deep in the 
middle of the brain. Each hemi¬ 
sphere of the brain has one of 
these loops. 

The names of the four parts are 
the hippocampus, which means 
.sea horse, gyrus cinguli, meaning 
belt, mamilary body and hypo¬ 
thalamus. 

The hypothalamus, which is ap¬ 
proximately above the roof of the 
mouth, and forms the bottom of 
the consciou.sne.ss loop, has pre¬ 
viously been identifed by medical 
scientists as intimately connected 
with the emotions. 

Discovery that the other three 
structure.s form a circuit with the 
hvpothalamus, and identification 
of their roles, was reported by 
.lames W. Panez, M.D., profe.s.sor 
of anatomy. He dc.scribes them in 
the archives of neurologv and 
nsvchiatrv which is publi-shed by 
the American Medical association. 

The new evidence of the con- 
sciousne.ss loop came from human 
brains. It was found bv noting the 
re.sult.s of injuries to this area of 
the brain. Part of it came from the 
Cornell collection of the brains cf 
famous nersons. Part was from 
the revelations that recent ad¬ 
vances in brain surgery have made 
po.ssible. 

Inliiry to any of the four parts 
in the loon was found to cause 
partial cr total Io.ss of conscious- 
ne.ss, depression of various sorts, 
and numerous emotional and per- 
sonalitv upsets. 

The loop connects directly with 
the cortex, which is the gray mat¬ 
ter or higher center, that chiefly 
distingui.shes man's mind from an¬ 
imals. This connection is the 
"belt.” the gvrus cinguli, which 
1.S in fact the floor, or lowest layer 
of the gray matter. 

This gyrus cinguli. in addition 
to its role in consciousness, shows 
evidence of being intimately con¬ 
cerned in sex and in the quality 
of vigilance. 

Forming one side of the loop, 
the "sea horse," named from its 
shape, and about the length of a 
finger, anpear.s to be the electri¬ 
cal "starter” in the consciousness 
circuit. It is probably. Dr. Papez 
says, the source of the rhythmical 
electrical waves that beat at 
about 10 per second through the 
gray matter in the cortex. 

In sleep, these waves almost dis¬ 
appear. Injury to the hippocampus 
causes sleeniness, depression and 
sharp emotional effects. 

The mamillai'y body, completing 
the loop on the opposite side from 
the "sea horse,” contains millions 
of fibers. The loop forms a cir¬ 
cuit mechanically able to carry 
messages both ways between cor¬ 
tex and the body. 

Its location is the area which 
some medical men centuries ago 
called the "seat of the soul.”

SAN FRANCISCO. (At—Capt. 
Edwin C. Mualck, 43-year-old com¬ 
mander of the missing Samoan 
clipper, flew more than a million 
miles without serious accident, 
never Injured a passenger, and 
reputedly set more world records 
than any other pilot. 

"Ace” of the Pan American air¬ 
ways, Capt. Musick learned to fly 
in Los Angeles. He built his own 
plane when in high school there. 
On his first flight it crashed— 
from a height of nine feet into 
a mud puddle. 

NEVER TOOK CHANCE 

From that mishap to his later 
fame as the pioneer pilot of the 
vast Pacific was a triumph of 
painstaking attention to details. 
Musick was called a man who 
never took a chance. Friends said 
he looked after every detail of his 
planes himself, never forgot any¬ 
thing. 

Musick pioneered most of the 
commercial air routes over the 
Atlantic and Pacific for his com¬ 
pany. He carried America’s first 
international air mail, across the 
Florida straits to Havana, Cuba. 

He was in command of the Pan 
AmerlcEin clipper—the same boat 
now anxiously hunted in the South 
Pacific, later named the Hong 
Kong clipper and the Samoan 
clipper—on its first hop from 
Alameda to Honolulu. That was 
the first transpacific flight of a 
transport plane. 

CORLMANDS CLIPPER 

Last month he commanded the 
Samoan clipper on its Alameda- 
to-Auckland flight, and then 
started regular service on the New 
Zealand-to-Hawaii route on the re¬ 
turn trip. Through connections 
at Honolulu and Auckland, this 
route opened service from Aus¬ 
tralia to the United States. 

Bom in St. Louis, Mo., in 1894, 
Musick took a commercial flying 
course in 1913. 

During the World War he was 
civilian instructor for the United 
States army air corps, with serv¬ 
ice at San Diego, Wichita Falls, 
Tex., and Miami, Fla. 

At the Musick home in San 
Francisco, his wife kept vigil to¬ 
day. They have no children. 


SHIP LINE

ALL BOATS 

SAN FRANCISCO. (A >1 — The 
McCormick Pacific-Argentine-Bra¬ 
zil stetunship line indicated today 
It would suspend service unless the 
government renews its operating 
subsidy, which expires in March. 

The line, which has been in oper¬ 
ation 10 years, maintains a six- 
ship freight service between the 
United States west coast and the 
east coast of South America. 

Charles L. Wheeler, executive 
vice president of the company, who 
talked several days ago with Fed¬ 
eral Maritime Commission Chair¬ 
man Jo.seph P. Kennedy during 
Kennedy's visit to San Francisco, 
today disclosed the possible im¬ 
pending suspension of service.

Wheeler and Chairman Kennedy, 
who now is in the Pacific North¬ 
west, differed in statements as to 
whether the line had announced a 
building program. In San FYan- 
cisco, Wheeler said, maritime com¬ 
mission “personnel” had approved 
“general characteristics” of six 
new 9200-ton ships contemplated 
by the line for which, Wheeler de¬ 
clared, detailed plans are now be¬ 
ing drawn. 

At Portland, Ore., Kennedy said, 
“Nobody has ever heard about it” 
if the line plans to build six new 
ships. 

"rhe maritime commission has 
set Feb. 2 at the date of a hearing 
on the M cCormick service.

PHASE OF BUILDING HOME 


Architects have for many years < ^ 
emphasized the importance of se¬ 
lecting the location before any 
plans for building are made. They 
point out the necessity for adapt¬ 
ing the house to the contours of 
the land, the advisability of build¬ 
ing a house in the same price 
range as that of neighboring 
homes, and the necessity for se¬ 
lecting a harmonizing architec¬ 
tural type. 

SELECTION FOR 
SMALL HOME 

More recently attention has 
been directed to the selection of 
sites for smaller homes.

Itself to .Many Exteriors 

The requirements and activities 
of the family should be the first 
consideration in planning a home. 
Room arrangement and sizes, cir¬ 
culation through the house, and 
the demands for privacy, require¬ 
ments for entertaining and facili¬ 
ties for housekeeping operations 
should be determined before any 
exterior design is selected. 

Almost any plan, once it has 
been worked out satisfactorily 
from a functional standpoint, can 
be adapted to any desired archi¬ 
tectural type. This is effectively 
demonstrated in the plan books 
provided by many lumber com¬ 
panies as well as in home planning 
and building magazines and archi¬ 
tectural trade journals. Most 
architects advise building "around 
the family"; they point out that 
it is much easier to adapt an ex¬ 
terior to a successful floor plan 
than it is to fit a desired floor plan 
into an already determined ex¬ 
terior design. 

A second consideration, often 
overlooked when building, is .selec¬ 
tion of an architectural type that 
will lend itself to the utilization of 
local materials. This point should 
be discussed with a competent 
architect before any design is de¬ 
cided upon. 

Insulation Plus 
New Appearance 
Easy to Achieve 

One Step in Kemodeling 
Can .Serve Two Purposes 

While insulation is not general¬ 
ly considered as an Improvement 
to the appearance of a home, pres¬ 
ent day methods make It possible 
to prevent drafts and add to the 
attractiveness of a home at the 
same time. 

Where siding is badly worn, 
cracked and loose, a new cover of 
building paper or a layer of a com¬ 
mercial "sheet” insulation, laid 
directly on the old wall, will ade¬ 
quately provide for some insula¬ 
tion. After this is applied thin 
spaced strips should be nailed 
vertically, and on these, new 
siding can be applied. The result¬ 
ing job adds an extra air space 
to the wall, and assures a well 
insulated house. 

New siding, using the vertical 
strips, can be one of several types. 
The beveled or clapboard type is 
most common, but the smooth, 
flush joint type, v-grooved type, 
and numerous other profile types 
of siding can be applied. 

Where shingles, either wood or 
composition, are to be used, the 
strips should be applied horizon¬ 
tally, to provide a firm nailing 
surface. 

Other re-surfacing possibilities 
include a number of composition 
types of finishing, some made to 
simulate brick or stone, others 
shingles in a variety of styles. 

An investment of this type, 
whether it is made primarily to 
provide a new appearance or 
greater comfort for the home, will 
return double dividends, and is 
well worth considering when re¬ 
modeling is discussed.

There was no direct comment 
when the action was taken, but 
Supervisor Harry Riley asked: 

"Has the oil been all right this 
year?” 

"Yes,” replied Road Supt. A. A. 
Beard. "It's been tested period¬ 
ically by a commercial laboratory 
and has been satisfactory.” 

Road oil for the past year has 
been furnished by M. M. McCallen 
of Huntington Beach, who also held 
the contract the year before the 
Eden firm was awarded the Job.

Riley earlier in the day had de¬ 
manded better protection for his 
district, maintaining some depu¬ 
ties should be appointed from 
Buena Park and Yorba Linda for 
the “psychological effect” on po¬ 
tential criminals. 

Acting on the recommendation, 
made by Chairman Willard Smith 
after lunch with the sheriff and 
made a.s a motion by Riley, was 
halted by Supervi.sor John Mitch¬ 
ell. 

'What's the hurry?" queried 
Mitchell. "I don't sec why all this 
stir until the time comes. We 
haven't any trouble yet. Anyway, 
I want to .see what the other coun¬ 
ties are going to do.” 

Mitchell, who frequently con¬ 
sults Riverside and San Bernar¬ 
dino county officials on questions 
which come up here, said he would 
be ready to consider the motion 
next week. 

Smith. Riley, and Steele Finley 
pledged their support to the plan, 
with N. E. West asking for a ten¬ 
tative budget from the sheriff, 
.lackson .said he would bring in a 
budget next week. 

The plan, besides throe addi¬ 
tional deputies, al.so calls for two 
more radio patrol cars. 

Jack.son, who asketl 11 new dep¬ 
uties when he submitted his budg¬ 
et request la.st year, was granted 
two. No appointment yet has been 
made to either post. 


Welfare load increases are tap¬ 
ering off. 

Smallest net increase during the 
past year was reported yesterday 
afternoon to supervisors by Wel¬ 
fare Director Jack W. Snow, with 
the total department case load 
standing at 3651 at the end of De¬ 
cember. 

New state aid applications had 
been coming in a flood since last 
summer, as a result of drasiically 
liberalized legislation. 

Total cases increased only 43 
over the November total. Snow 
said. A net increase of 216 old 
age security cases formally ap¬ 
proved brought the aged aid load 
up to 2247. There was a gain of 
three approved blind cases, 14 or¬ 
phan cases and 51 cases on the 
indigent list. 

Administration of the ca.ses cost 
7.7 per cent during November, Snow 
said, as compared with 7.6 per icn'. 
in November. This amounted to 
$2.32 per case last month and 
$2.11 in November.

Joker questions, designed to 
throw applicants for jobs off their 
guard, aren't fair and are not 
used by the really modern employ¬ 
ment director. 

Marion Boyd, who has charge 
of interviewing as many as 3000 j 
applicants a day for a department 
store, says the joker questions may 
be “all right for criminologists, 
but we just never fall back on 
them.’’ 

Try to Be at Ease 

This is Miss Boyd's sy.stem: 

For the preliminary interview, 
each applicant faces an inter¬ 
viewer through a little window 
and is checked on size and gen¬ 
eral appearance. Information on 
whether the applicant wants part- 
time work or depends on the job 
for a livelihood is noted. 

The final interview is called the 
“rail” interview because a railing 
separates the preliminary and 
final applicant groups. Every at¬ 
tempt is made here to put the 
applicant at ease. 

“Yes, I do keep a mirror tilted 
down so I can get a look at the 
applicant as he or .she comes in,” 
admits Miss Boyd who often has 
been mistaken for Billie Burke. 
“That gives me a head-to-too im¬ 
pression and tells me whether 
[here’s a flair for fa.shion or the 
person is just neat and well- 
groomed. 

“But it also gives the applicant 
a chance to look at her hair when 
she takes off her hat- and pat 
stray strands into place. 

Should Have ‘Sparkle’ 

Miss Boyd first chats with the 
Bliplicant a minute or two men¬ 
tions the person who .sent the ap¬ 
plicant, perhaps. Or. if it’s a 
former employe, .she talks about 
the department that employe was 
in before. 

“I notice, incidentally, how he 
walks and .sits . . . whether he 
slumps or not . . . and how much 
vitality or “sparkle' he has," Mi.ss 
Boyd continues. "We u.se that 
term 'sparkle' a lot. 

"I watch for mannerisms. Is he 
well-coordinated? Does he drop 
things? Is he ill at ea.se-or 
poi.sed?” 

Ofter applicants talk them.selves 
out of jobs, she says. Becau.se 
they find .someone who’ll listen to 
their story they go into it in great 
detail -wiping out their chances. 

Sometimes, too, voices eliminate 
them - rasping, coarse voices. 

Two other sure-fire elimination 
factors are shifting eyes and com¬ 
plaints about “shot" nerves as 
an excuse for leaving a former job.

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Block Will Get ‘Face Lifted’ 

Santa Anans will have ringside seats in a novel 
architectural experiment which may amaze the nation this 
summer. 

A downtown block in this city has been chosen for 
“re-modeling” by the University of Southern California 
College of Architecture. 

University representatives will re-design the entire 
block, furnish plans to the property owners and the own¬ 
ers can do the re-modeling if they wish, as we under¬ 
stand it. 

The completed master plan will be taken to Wash¬ 
ington and shown before the Architects’ Institute, where 
the results will be discussed by the nation’s foremost 
planners. 

Wc won’t hazard a guess on the outcome of the proj¬ 
ect, but it certainly stimulates the thought that expert 
planning and discussion of this kind is a good thing for 
any community. 

Too many California cities have just “growed up” 
with little or no architectural planning. Santa Ana is one 
of them. 

Possibly the unique experiment will furnish the idea 
and impetus for a general improvement of the downtown 
area, wherever the need exists. 

Mr. Ford says we’ll make autos out of wheat 
chuff, soy beans, com husks and other farm products. 

The horses and cows will eat ’em, Mr. Ford. 


‘Beyond Economic Sanity’ 

Henry Ford may be a V-8 industrialist and a model 
T sociologist and maybe he doesn’t always practice what 
he preaches, but every so often he turns out a little 
sermon that just can’t be matched for durable and un¬ 
assailable common sense. 

Today’s text is on low prices and high wages. It was 
delivered in a Dearborn interview, and we think that it 
should be cut out and pasted in a number of highhats both 
in Washington and the industrial cities of the land. 

“The people are getting a good education in the fal¬ 
lacy of the economic rule now in force,” said Mr. Ford, 
referring to “the prevailing belief that wages should be 
reduced and prices raised.” 

“Whenever prices go down and wages up benefits 
accrue,” he continued. 

“Eliminate the greed for money and substitute a little 
zeal for production and normal conditions soon will return. 
Production should come before profits all the time. 

“In analyzing many competitive fields I find just the 
opposite to these facts. Some are trying to drive wages 
ever downward, while costs of living are being forced 
upward at a rate which is beyond economic sanity.”

Over there it’s “join the marines 
and go for a sleigh ride.” 


Lighting Streets to Save Lives 

More light on the streets means fewer deaths on the 
streets. 

Recognized motor traffic authorities are the authors 
of the foregoing slogan. 

And now city officials are convinced. So, Mr. and 
Mrs. Santa Ana can look for a vast improvement in their 
street lighting before 1938 fades out of the picture. 

Councilman Ernest Layton announces that first thing 
on the program is to lower the lamp posts on South Main 
street so that more illumination will fall on the roadway 
and less will vanish into the upper ether. 

As a nestegg for this municipal improvement, the 
city fathers will use $1300 just saved on a reduction in 
lighting rates from the Edison company. 

The Journal thinks that this money will be well spent. 

Police records show that the last five auto deaths in 
Santa Ana occurred after nightfall when pedestrians were 
crossing poorly lighted streets. 

Bettering the light will save lives. Let the good work 
go on as fast as possible.

Italy Get 
Money for 
War

The drunkard can always find 
money for another pint, and the 
Italian nation, which has been 
flaunting Its poverty as justifica¬ 
tion for its warlike conduct, is able 
to find the price of two new bat¬ 
tleships of 35,000 tons each, a doz¬ 
en new destroyer flotilla leaders 
and a large number of new sub¬ 
marines. It is a common saying 
among the foreigners in Italy that 
there is not enough gold behind 
the lire to fill a tooth, and Mus¬ 
solini had to go out in person a 
couple of years ago to ballyhoo a 
collection of wedding rings. World 
war medals and little personal 
trinkets for the gold that was in 
them. 

Under this plan a woman turned 
in her wedding ring and received 
in return a certificate which en¬ 
titled her to a steel ring inscribed 
with a patriotic motto. World 
war widows and gold star moth¬ 
ers were hopped up by the prop¬ 
aganda of professional patriots 
and the clergy or bullied by 
neighborhood opinion to the point 
of giving back to the government 
medals which had been awarded 
them in recognition of acts of 
great bravery by husbands and 
sons long dead. 

While this campaign was at its 
height, incidentally, I had an in¬ 
terview with a Roman woman who 
was credited with great personal 
influence on the Duce, whose home 
was only a few blocks from her 
apartment, and noticed that as she 
lay on her couch suffering from 
gout and as she praised the self- 
sacrifice of the women of the 
peasant and working class she 
wore on her wedding finger a ring 
containing an enormous diamond. 
My interest in this ring may have 
made her self-consc'ous, for after 
a time she began to toy with it 
and absently turned it around. 

♦ * * 

SPIRIT OF SACRIFICE 

Little yes-men of the regime, 
very pretty in their beautiful black 
uniforms and expensive black 
boots, never tired of telling of the 
patriotic spirit of sacrifice in the 
humblest rank.s. 

"You see those men?” said one 
of my Fascist friends, pointing to 
some brick masons on the scaf¬ 
folding of a new building. "They 
work from dawn until it is too 
dark to work any more, and for 
lunch they do not even leave the 
scaffold. For lunch they have 
bread. No sausage. No cheese. 
Coffee, no. Coffee is $2 a pound. 
They have meat at home maybe 
once in a week. For the rest, 
spaghetti and bread and maybe 
sometimes cheese. Wine, a little. 
Not much. Too expensive." 

My friend was very proud of 
the sjiirit of the masons on the 
scaffold, but it was not necessary 
for him to explain, for everyone 
knew that those men and all the 
other workmen and peasants had 
the alternative of staying on their 
jobs at whatever pay they could 
get or being drafted into the bat¬ 
talions for Abyssinia. 

‘We are poor,” the Black 
Shirts continually explain. "We 
have too many people for our land. 
We must have colonies.” 

So they were out grabbing an 
empire, the ultimate extent of 
which was shown in a great imagi¬ 
nary map in a public place and 
finding money for warships and 
guns and military planes while 
the masons lunched on bread only 
and the women gave up their wed¬ 
ding rings and the Duce’s friend 
twirled the diamond on her fin¬ 
ger, and the inmates of the over¬ 
crowded land were constantly be¬ 
ing exhorted by state and church 
to breed like beasts and increase 
the congestion. 

* « * 

UNDEVELOPED LIBYA 

But they already had Libya 
and had held it for 25 years, and 
up to that time, as up to now, 
their development of Libya con¬ 
sisted of a few miles of coastal 
highway, a hotel, a gambling ca¬ 
sino, the garrison and a few 
groves and farms producing bit¬ 
ter oranges almost unfit for con¬ 
sumption and a small amount of 
garden truck. 

They had come to such a point 
of shortage of metal that they 
had collected old pots and skil¬ 
lets, old iron beds and fence rail¬ 
ings and scraps of tin so that 
Abyssinia might be won. After 
that there would be plenty for all. 
There was not much of that non¬ 
sense about a war of defense In 
Abyssinia. That was for foreign 
consumption. At home it was rec¬ 
ognized that this time was a war 
for an empire, for land and space 
and food. 

So they took Abyssinia, but the 
country is not yet subdued or de¬ 
veloped, and the expense of occu¬ 
pation, subjugation and develop¬ 
ment is still enormous. Still they 
are building battleships, flotilla 
leaders and submarines, and still 
the masons have only bread for 
lunch and meat maybe once a 
week.

Woodring soon to resign as 
war secretary; Louis Johnson tc 
move up: temporary appointee 
liked job so well Roosevelt hated 
to interfere: wage-hour pros- 
I pects brighten as congress hear.s

ly, first from liberal side. 

WASHINGTON.—The days of 
martial pomp and circumstance are 
about numbered for Harry Wood¬ 
ring. The genial, barren-beaned 
little Kansan is going to have to 
move his ornate office from the 
state, war and navy building to 
dingy, makeshift quarters. 

And, much more important, the | 
time is soon approaching when he 
I will resign altogether as secretary 
' 01 war. 

The movement of Woodring’s of¬ 
fice is entirely distinct from his 
resignation, but it may be sym¬ 
bolic. 

For years the war department 
has shared offices with the state 
department in the same building. 
Here the office of the secretary 
of war, done in ornate gold leaf, 
and fitted with old marble fire¬ 
place and mirror, was just around 
the corridor from the secretary of 
state. The office reeks with 
mouldy dignity, and has the addi¬ 
tional advantage of being ju.st 
across the street from the White 
House. 

From this sanctum recent secre¬ 
taries of war have refused to move 
—even though the expanding state 
department needed more space. 
Now the President has interceded 
personally and ordered Woodring 
to pack up and exit. 

Woodring’s resignation has not 
been so curt an order. "A def¬ 
inite understanding” is the more 
correct phraseology. He is to hand 
in his clearance papers in the not 
too distant future, but Roosevelt 
will not push him too precipitately. 

Replacing him will be Louis 
Johnson, now assistant secretary 
of war, a West Virginian, and for¬ 
mer commander of the American 
Legion. 

Note—Woodring stepped into 
the cabinet temporarily after the 
death of Secretary Dern. He has 
been so obviously In love with his 
job that the President hated to 
relieve him. Incidentally, the gen¬ 
erals rather like Woodring, say he 
has worked hard at the job.

WAGE-HOUR CLARIFIERS 

The air about the wage-hour bill 
has been clarified considerably, 
and it now seems also certain that 
some sort of a bill will be passed 
this session. There were four chief 
clarifiers: 

1. The President’s message to 
congress bearing down on 
the relation between labor 
and agriculture. 


2. The full-page newspaper 
adverti.sement.s of the 
Southeast Governor.s’ con¬ 
ference which stated that 
the South did not want to 
profit by .sweated labor. 

3. The election of Lister Hill 
as -senator from Alabama, 
running on a wage-hour 
platform again.st Tom Hef¬ 
lin, who opposed it. 

4. CThristmas vacations spent 
by congressmen in their 
districts .sounding out sen¬ 
timent. 

The last probably was more im¬ 
portant than any other influence. 
The voter.s, according to many re¬ 
turning congressmen, wore with 
the President on this issue. 

Representative Luther Patrick 
of Birmingham, Ala., admitted this 
with some embarrassment at a 
secret meeting of congressional 
leaders gathered to discuss the 
wage-hour measure. 

"I’m afraid I made a mi.stake,” 
he said ruefully, "when I voted to 
recommit. Alabama is .suppo.sod 
to be the home of the sweatshop, 
but when I went home I found 
that everybofly wanted me tf> ex¬ 
plain my vote. No matter what 
the high priests of the A. F. of L. 
may say, their laity are for this 
bill.” 

Note—the man responsible for 
.swinging the Southeast Governors’ 
conference indirectly behind the 
bill was Lawrence (Chip) Robert, 
vivacious secretary of the Demo¬ 
cratic national committee and 
moving geniu-s behind the confer¬ 
ence. Chip thought it was gooil 
strategy to put the South on rec¬ 
ord against .sweated labor, and 
wrote the newspaper ads himself.

COURT RESIGNATIONS 

The resignation of Justice 
Sutherland was like taking the 
key log out of a jam. It is likely 
to start a large flow of resigna¬ 
tions. In fact, it is not improbable 
that the complexion of the .su¬ 
preme court will be changed al¬ 
most entirely during Roosevelt’s 
term of office. 

With the liberals now in control, 
there is less incentive for the con¬ 
servatives to stay on. Justice Mc- 
Reynolds has made no secret of 
the fact that he remained on the 
bench largely because of his ve¬ 
hement opposition to New Deal 
ideas. But now, being in the 
minority, his oppo.sition is inef¬ 
fective. 

McReynoIds is nearly 76, Justice 
Butler is 72, Chief Justice Hughes 
is 76. All are retirement possi¬ 
bilities. Even before they retire, 
the court is likely to see some 
resignations on the liberal side. 

Most probable retirement is Jus¬ 
tice Cardozo, now ill, who some¬ 
times suffers from very serious 
heart trouble. Cardozo is 68, final- 
IJr has come to like Washington 
better than he did, but he still is 
happiest at his home at Rye, N. 
Y., or in his native Manhattan. 

The resignation of Justice Bran- 
deis also is a distinct po.ssibility. 
Now past his 81st birthday, Bran- 
deis is in good health, but not as 
active as he was. In any case, 
both Brandeis and Cardozo run 
the risk of having a conservative 
President fill their shoes with con¬ 
servative successors.

JESUS AND ECONOMICS 

To the Editor: Sometime ago 
my attention was called to an 
article which appeared in The 
Journal, under the above heading, 
its author being Edwin O. Col- 
beck of Santa Ana. He writes: 

"Whether we like to admit it or 
not it is impossible to build a state 
of social justice upon a Jewish 
ideali.sm. We obtain our social 
ethics and economics from reli¬ 
gion. But religion bases its foun¬ 
dation upon the insecurity of a 
Jewish book, the Bible. We have 
adopted the Phari.saical veneration 
of the sacred literature, and ac¬ 
cept its teachings without ques¬ 
tion—the worship of a book should 
never be.” 

In thi.s, our critic is far astray 
from the truth. There is as much 
difference in religion, and Chris¬ 
tianity, as there is in night, and 
day. Religion fitly represents 
"darkness.” Christianity, as the 
"light,” or the day. The religion¬ 
ist pretends to believe the Bible, 
but contradicts and falsifies its 
teachings. The religionist does 
not worship, neither does he honor 
the Bible, but he breaks every 
command, he engages in war, and 
kills his fcllowman—"Thou shall 
not kill, love thine enemy, do good 
to him, if he hunger feed him, if 
he thir.st give him drink,” "He 
that hateth his brother is a mur¬ 
derer, and no murderer hath eter¬ 
nal life abiding in him,” Again 
we quote Mr. Colbeck; 

“For instance, the .story of Jos¬ 
eph in the land of Egypt is of 
questionable value, either to re¬ 
ligion, or workable economics. We 
forget Joseph cornered the sur- 
plii.s wheat over a period of seven 
years. He paid nothing for it. 
For seven years he continued his 
policy, until the Egyptians were 
in ab.solutc poverty. They became 
slaves under the iniquitous wheat 
corner.” 

O Consistency! Thou art a 
jewel! Thi.s man accepts a part 
of the story of Joseph, and denies 
and rejects the part that docs not 
suit him. Why did Pharoah adopt 
and place thi.s slave as the ruler 
over all Egypt? Every Christian 
knows the reason! But a religion¬ 
ist does not. Jehovah, the God of 
heaven was behind the whole af¬ 
fair, and was directing that 
prophetic drama. Joseph was a 
godly man. He tenderly nourished 
and cared for his brothers after 
they had sought to kill him, and 
finally decided to sell him as a 
.sl,ave, Jo.seph Said to hUs brethren: 
“Ye did it for evil, but God meant 
it unto good, to bring to pass as 
it is thi.s day, to save much peo¬ 
ple alive.”

NEW YORK.—The sky is full of 
radio clouds that float around- in¬ 
visible, electrically ionized masses 
of air, from 25 to 180 miles over¬ 
head. 

These clouds are the most re¬ 
cent discovery in the puzzle of 
radio transmission. They are not 
part of the electrified layers of air, 



which reflect radio signals back to 
earth and so account for the fact 
that a radio signal will travel 
around the earth instead of shoot¬ 
ing off into space in a straight 
line. 

The clouds were picked up on a 
radio echo-sounder at the Marconi
